Guthrie, Ok., March 24.—Governor 
Haskell signed senate Bill No. 61 for 
the enforcement of state-wide prohibi­ 
tion, giving it the force of law, at 
12:33 o’clock this afternoon, In the 
presence of about forty people congre­ 
gated in the senate chamber. 
A pho­ 
tographer was present and caught the 
group as the governor was in the act 
of writing his signature. 
After the 
bill had been approved there was a 
demand for souvenirs in the shape of 
pens, blotters and the ink bottle. The 
governor used three pens handed him 
by Rev. E. N. Sweet, pastor of the 
Methodist church of Tulsa, and who 
was attached to the anti-saloon league 
during the constitutional convention, 
and the state campaign. One of these 
was given to Senator Billups, author 
of the bill, another to Representative 
Murdock of Pawnee County, chairman 
of the house prohibition committee, 
and the other to Rev. E. C. Dinwiddie, 
superintendent of the Oklahoma Anti­ 
saloon league. 
Three other pens the governor used 
in finishing the name of the state and 
of his office, went to Rev. Sweet, the 
ladies of the W. C. T. U. and to Sen­ 
ator Williams of Weatherford. 
Signing of the bill was delayed for 
the arrival of members of the anti­ 
saloon league. There were present in 
addition to the leaguers, a number of

Local Agency Is Discussed. 
T he local agency can not become 
a boose joint. The complaint that the 
state is degrading itself and degrad 
ing its women and children by putting 
these medicinal sales of liquor under 
its own control and direction, is a 
sudden awakening of pretended mor­ 
ality when it comes from a class of 
newspapers or individuals, who, in the 
late election were so unmindful of 
the morals of the state that they bit 
terly fought the adoption of prohi­ 
bition. 


“Remembering their attitude at that 
time, I warn you that. they are utter­ 
ly unfit to advise we who are engaged 
In fighting for practical enforcement 
of prohibition and the elevation of 
moral conditions today, and I there 
fore appeal to every public officer 
of the state, its counties and munici­

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HOW TO STORE HOT W ATER. 


System by Which a Large Supply Can 
Be Kept on Hand. 


At the last meeting of the Pacific 
Coast Gas association a method was 
discussed for storing hot water in con­ 
nection with a kitchen boiler supplied 
with heat from a gas burner. 
In the 
accompanying sketch is shown the 
combination of this boiler connected 
to a larger boiler in which the water 
is stored. 
The arrangem ent is sug­ 
gested as <5ne already being used in 
a pa i tm ent houses where, for example, 
a 200-gallon storage tank is connected 
to two boilers, furnishing hot water 
for GO basins, four baths and wash 
trays. The boilers were installed after 
oil 
burners and coal heaters 
had 
failed to give satisfaction. 
It will be 
seen that the hot water from the gas 
heater can be delivered directly into 
the hot water service pipe, or It can 
be sent to the storage tauk alongside, 
valves being provided in both of these 
delivery pipes. 
Naturally it will re­ 
quire that the user understand the 
scheme of the connections, else the 
case might happen when all the water 
pipes to and from the heater were 
shut off by the valves, with the result 
that when heating is begun there will 
be an expansion of the water, the de­ 
velopment of a dangerous pressure 
and bursting of the tank. 
It will be 
seen that the cold water supply is 
brought to the storage tank, and that

HOW TO STORE HOT WATER. 


System by Which a Large Supply Can 


Be Kept on Hand. 


At the last meeting of the Pacific 


Coast Gas association a'method was 
discussed for storing hot watev In con- 
nection with a kitchen boiler supplied 
with heat from a. gas burner. In the 
accompanying sketch Is shown the 
combination of this boilers connected 
to a larger boiler in which the water 
Is stored. 
The arrangement Is sug- 


gested as oSie already beltrg used in 
apartment houses where, for example, 
a 200-galIon storage tank is connected 
to two boilers, furnishing: hot water 
tor 50 basins, tonr baths and wash 
trays. The boilers were installed after 
oil burners and coal heaters had 
failed to give satisfaction. It will be 
seen that the hot water from the gas 
heater can be delivered directly Into 
the hot water service pipe, or it can 
be sent to the storage tank alongside, 
valves being provided in both of these 
deHverj pipes. Naturally it will re- 
quire that the user understand the 
scheme of the connections, else the 
case might happen when all the water 
pipes to and from the heater were 
shot off by the valves, with the result 
that when heating is begun there will 
be an expansion of the water, the de- 
velopment of a dangerous pressure 
and bursting of the tank. It will be 
seen that the cold water supply is 
brought to the storage tank, and that

when in this condition, although it ever' be very long continued, as the 
may have Improved in quality. 
To feelinss of the person carrying the 


remedy this to a great extent, take a 
stout, narrow paddle and put It into 
the lead until it strikes the bottom 
of the keg, then work the paddle back 
and forth from side to side for n 
few times, and the mass will soon be- 
come quite plastic, and then it may 
be removed into pots for further break- 
ing up and thinning for use. 
This 


will save muoh time over the usual 
way of first taking the lead out of the 
keg and breaking It up into the pot, 
says the Master Painter. 


White lead should always be beat- 


en up before adding thinners, and then 
the japan should be added and well 
beaten up with tho lead. 
If possible 


let the mass stand a few hours and 
then the thlnners may be added to the 
desired amount. This will render the 
attaining of the paint unnecessary un- 
less the skins are present.

HOW TO STORE HOT WATE.R. 


.System by Which a Large Supply Can 


Be Kept on Hand. 


At the last meeting of the Pacific 


Coast Gas association a'method was 
discuased for storing hot water in con 
nectlon wltn a kitchen boiler supplied 
with Heat from a gas burner. In the 
accompanying sketch Is shown the 
combination of this boilers connected 
to a larger boiler-in which the water 
la stored. ' The arrangement is sug 
geated as' oW already being used in 
apartment houses where, for example 
a 200-gallon storage tank is connected 
to two boilers, furnishing: hot water 
for 50 basins, four baths and wash 
trays. The boilers were installed after 
oil burners .and coal heaters had 
failed to give satisfaction. It will be 
aeen that the hot water .from the gas 
beater can be delivered directly into 
the hot. water service pipe, or it can 
be sent to the storage tank alongside 
valves being provided in both of these 
delivery pipes. Naturally' it will re- 
quire that the user understand the 
scheme of the connections, else the 
case might 'happen when all the water 
pipes to and from the heater were 
shot off by the valves, with the result 
that when heating is begun there will 
be an expansion of the water, the de 
velopinent of a dangerous pressure 
and bursting ot the tank. It will be 
aeen that the cold water supply Is 
brought to the storage tanli, and that

a pine leads from the storage tank to 
to* hot water heater. Sediment cocks 
nee provided for both 
the storage 


tank and the gas heater. 
Above the 
gas heater is a so-called vent cap 
discharge for the products of combus- 
tion from the gas burner, -which is 
shown bslow the boiler with an air 
mixer. Behind the pipes of the gas- 
heated boiler will be seen a pipe 
slanting upward from 
the 
storage 


tank. This fs to Indicate how a pipe 
from a second heater would be con- 
nected to the cross at the top of the 
storage tank.

HOW TO MIX WHITE LEAD. 


Method of Hauling Which Will Make 


the Task Easier. 


When a keg of white lead has stood 


for some months, the*, lead., becomes, 
denseri-owing to the soaking away of 
the oil into'the wood: It is 'more dif- 
ficult to work up into a smooth paint 
when in this condition, 
although, it 


may have Improved in quality. 
To 


remedy this to a great extent, take a 
stout, narrow paddle and 'put it into 
the lead until it strikes the bottom 
of the keg, then work the paddle back 
and forth from side to side for n 
few times, and the mass will soon be- 
come quite plastic, and then it may 
be removed into-pots for further break- 
ing up and thinning for use. 
This 


will save muoh time over the usual 
way of first taking the lead out of the 
keg and breaking it up into the pot, 
says the Master Painter. 


White lead should always be beat- 


en up before adding thinners, and then 
the japan should be added and well 
beaten up with tho lead. 
If possible 


let the mass stand a few hours and 
then the thlnners may be added to the 
desired amount. This will render the 
otraiiiing ot the paint unnecessary un- 
less the skins are present. 
If colors 


are to be added, beat tbem up sepa- 
rately and thin out so that they will 
unite readily with the paint.
